After humility comes Mcelkmess. It is 
the strongest devclopment yet put forth 
by the human nhaturcj;in its way it is the 
most tenacious of man's gifts.Without it 
wo lack something primally rcsistant. A 
few years ago there was a word uscd to i 
dicate an clement in character,the word 
was grit. Grit is a word of honorable or- 


igin and means tho hardeoy,stonior quality 


in sand. When You had it you stood like 
a rocks Blows could not down you. Grit is 
the phase of character which best illus- 
trates meeknesse

successful man will toll you that he did 
not walk into his carecr,and still loss 
was he guided;he stumblod,he tumbled, and 
only arrivod because he was lucky cnough 
to find his fect and sec whero he was go-

Con-~ 
vorsely a man's amusemonts have a dotern- 
ining influence on his character, The 
fact that they are what ho chooses gives 
something like dirocting foree to the a- 
olution of himself.
